Census Taking Will Start June 

Variety of Information Sought By 
Government, —~ 


ee 

The census takers will start work 
in every part of Canada.on Monday 
morning, June 1. This will be the 
seventh decennial census to be taken 
in Canada since confederation, the 
first one being taken in 1871, 


Objects and Uses of Census 

With the census of ancient times 
we would today have little sympathy 
Originally the census was no more 
than a means of mustering men for 
foreign wars and of enabling kings 
and oligarchies to tax their subjects 
So far are we removed from this con- 
ception that it is now expressly for- 


ya 


bidden to use census data for any 
Such purposes. 

In Canada the fundamental legal 
raison d'etre of the census is to de- 
termine the representation in our 
federal parliament. As is well 
known, the British North America 


Act gave the province of Quebec a 


fixed number of seats (65) in the 
Wominion House of Commons. The 
number assigned to the other  pro- 


vinces Wag pro rata, with an,arrange 
ment that the first readjustment 
should take place on the completion 
of tne Census of 1871, and that a 
similar readjustment should follow 
every subsequent decennial census. 
The census is thus taken primarily 


Lo enable a redistribution bill to be 


passed by parliament. 


But the census has far wider uses 
than to fix electoral repres@ntation. 
It constitutes, in fact, under’ the 
modern System, nothing less than a 
the 
Canadian people, designed to show 
from the widest angle the, point that 
has been reached in the general pro- 
gress of the nation. lt is difficult 
within brief compass to explain how 
this function is fuifilled. Funda- 
mentally, the importance of the cen- 
sus hinges upon its anaiysis of the 
‘human element or man power of the 
country. The people themselves 
after all are the basic asset of every 
state, ‘Their numbers, sex, age, oc- 
cupation, racial origin, language, 
education, etc., etc., are facts in 
themselves of the greatest moment. 
They constitute, moreover, the back- 
ground against which almost all 
other facts must be projected if the 
latter are to have real significance. 
The well being of the state,—physical 


moral, economic - (including such 
varied phases as birth~ and = death 
rates, education, transportation fa- 


cilities, financial conditions, ete. ) 
with its converse in any form, can 
be apprehended and interpreted only 
through the medium of population 
slalistics. Even if the census went 
no farther it would be the basis of 
all study of our social and economic 
conditions. Linked with other 
official data, however, it rounds out 
the scheme of information by which 
us by a chart the government directs 
the national affairs. Without the 
census, it is literal truth to say that 
legislation and administration 
would be carried on in the dark, 
and that there would be no means 
of knowing Whether the country was 
on the 


road to success or disaster. 
So congently is this 1elt that census- 
five year intervals, instead of 
ten, are universally advocated, the 


chief drawback being the heavy cost. 


es al 


Scope of the Canadian Census. 

As already remarked, the primary 
task of the census is the enumera- 
tion and description of every man 
woman and child in Canada. Good 
business indicates that when so large 
an Organization as this requires has 
once been created, it should be put 
to every available purpose. In other 
words, the “overhead’’ must earn its 
inaximum, The census therefore 
should not only deal with the people 
themselves, but directly with the 
people’s institutions and affairs, in- 
sofar ag the latter can be properly 
brought within its scope. 

The Census Schedules 

The schedules used in the census 
are six in number dealing respect- 
ively with (1) population, (2) 
agriculture, (3) livestock, fruit 
growing etc. in towns, (4) merch- 
andising and service establishments 
(5) blindness and deaf mutism, and 
(6) Institutions (penal, mental and 
neurological, child-caring, ‘homes 
for adults, hospitals, sanatoria, dis- 
pensaries, clinics, day nurseries). 
Merely to state the questions asked 
on these would be impossible here. 
The population schedule carries

A Statement by the Minister of Finance 


w€ 


N THE dark days of the War, Canadians loaned to the 

Government of the Dominion many hundred millions of 

dollars to enable the operations of the Allies to be carried 
to a successful conclusion. 


When Canadians loaned their money to the Government, they 
received bonds which were promises to repay them the sum 
loaned with interest at the rate of 5% or 512% per annum. On 
the Ist of October next, $53,000,000 of these bonds become 
due; on the 1st of November, 1932, the maturity will be 
$73,000,000; on the 1st of November, 1933, $446,000,000; 
and, in 1934, $511,000,000 must be provided for. 


It wouid not be prudent, either in the interest of the security 
holders or the country itself, to wait until these loans become 
due before providing for their paymentorconversion. Action 
must be taken well in advance of the due dates to protect the 
credit of the country. The Government believes this an oppor- 
tune time to afford Canadians the opportunity to exchange the 
bonds, which they own maturing in the next few years, for new 
bonds of the Dominion of Canada carrying interest at the rate 
of 412% per annum, which is a very attractive return. Prior to 
the maturity date of the present bonds, those who accept this 
offer will, of course, continue to be paid interest at the rate as 
provided by the bonds they exchange. 


Canadians who have always shown confidence in their country 
are earnestly invited to exchange the bonds they now own 
for bonds of the new issue. By so doing, they will render 
less difficult the task of providing for the future finances of the 
country, will enhance its credit and will greatly assist the 
Government in the present period of worldwide readjustments. 


No money will be asked for and no new bonds will be sold at 
this time. It is proposed to limit the present conversion to 
$250,000,000, but the Government has the right at its discre- 
tion to increase the amount if Canadians indicate a general desire 
to continue their investments in the securities of their Dominion. 
The subscription books will close on the 23rd of May. 


I earnestly seek the active support of my fellow Canadians in 
making this conversion, which is one of the largest financial 
operations our Country has undertaken in recent years, credit- 
able alike to Canada and its citizens.

The Peace Rivey district, 
which had a fair ‘carry-over of mois-

In those parts of the province 
| where there is a fair moisture sup-. 
| ply, seeding of wheat is completed, 
| and about 50 per cent of the area! 
‘devoted to coarse grains is sown. In| 
other districts seeding was delayed 
awaiting additional moisture and re- 
ports indicate that from 80 to 90 per 
cent of wheat and 40 per cent of 
coarse grains is sown. 


The damage to crops from _ soil 
drifting is not as serious ag might 
be expected. The period of most 
severe blowing occurred before seed- 
ing commenced. | 

The sugar beet crop is 90 per cent 
seeded and progressing favorably in 
the Lethbridge district. Farther 
west the moisture supply is more 
limited and the stand is uneven. The 
acreage devoted to this crop for the 
present season is 12,500 acres, a de- 
crease of about 1,500 acres from 
'last year. 


Reports vary with regard to the 
probable acreage of wheat, but it is 
generally conceded that there will 
be a decrease.
